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“COMING-OF-AGE’ 


The past few years have witnessed great changes in Menlo 
Park. 

That is obvious to all. But there have been important changes 
that “are not visible, that do not show in the building of new 
homes, apartments, and stores and the increasing crowds in our 
schools or on our business streets.

We believe the greatest change in Menlo Park has been 
psychological. 

As recently as five years ago, the atmosphere of this com- 
munity was adolescent. We were a community conscious of our 
growth and of impending maturity and its responsibilities. We 
were impatient to achieve full stature and to have those around 
us recognize it. 

We were fearful of being caught in awkward, youthful mis- 
takes, We were BIG now, and we wanted to be treated as a 
grown-up community. 

Today that youthful chip-on-the-shoulder is gone. We are, 
in truth, a mature community. We have the recognition of others, 
and we have achieved that sense of sclf-assurance that. we only 
pretended to have those few short years ago. 

This week the Recorder was privileged to receive from 
Gene Hammond, on the eve of his retirement from the post of 
secretary-manager of the Chamber of Commerce of Menlo Park, 
a letter of farewell. 

In these parting words, Hammond sums up his impressions 
of the change in Menlo Park during his brief stay here. In his 
own words he echoes what we, too, feel about our community, 
and we are glad to be able to share his words with you: 

“In my opinion, whatever success the Chamber has en- 
joyed during this past year and a half is due, not to me, but 
to the coming-to-maturity of a business community. 

“As you know better than I, the commercial district of 
Menlo Park a few short years ago was little more than a few 
stores along El Camino Real. Even the first year or so of 
development up Santa Cruz Avenue could hardly be called 
a major growth. Since that time, there has been a gradual 

_filling-in of vacant spaces, and with it a gradual maturing of 
-outlook on the part of the firms and people going into these 
“spaces. 

* “Paralleling this has been the coming into being of the 
unique Linfield Oaks professional zone — with the promise of 
more of the same to come with the eventual working out of 
negotiations for the Stanford Village property. 

“In addition, we have seen substantial growth in the sev- 
eral fine outlying area shopping centers of the city — notably 
on The Alameda and in the Willow-Bay Road areas, and 

closer in at Menlo Square and on both ends of El Camino 
Real. 

“AML of these things, coming as they have at a crucial 
time in the history of a quality community like Menlo Park 
have, in my opinion, brought about in recent months a “com- 
ing-of-age” to the business community. l consider myself in- 
deed fortunate to have happened to be Secretary-Manager 
of the Chamber of Commerce at this vital moment in the life 
of Menlo Park. And, recogizing fully the importance of these 
factors upon the success of the Chamber's activities during 
the past fifteen months, | deeply appreciate the wonderful 
attitudes and expressions of confidence made by the folks ve 
been working for and with, on the eve of my departure. 

“You may be assured that this attitude of friendship will 
never be forgotten, and that any success which | may be 
fortunate enough to encounter in future years will have its 
foundation in the experiences I have had and the knowledze 
I have gained-while working with the civic, business, and pro- 
fessional people of Menlo Park.

The importance of swimming, as 
a community recreation habit, was 
re-emphasized recently at a meet 
ing of recreation directors from 
throughout the state, held in Los 
Angeles in conjunction with the 
anndal convention of the League 
of California Cities. 

Recreational directors and_ or- 
Ranizations are coming to the real- 
ization that swimming is one of 
the outstanding sports for both the 
individual and groups. 

Swimming is one of the few 
forms of recreation in which an 
entire family can enter because 
swimming requires only the 
amount of participation and 
skill that an individual wants to 


use or has. Swimming can be en- 
joyed by either an individual or 
a large group. 

Recreational directors emphas- 
ize that large groups can be super- 
vised very easily in a pool. Swim 
ming is further one of the few, 
sports that lends itself to co-edu-| 
cation and helps girls and boys to 
become better adjusted socially. 

A swimming pool provides an! 
ideal location where boys and girls 
of varying athletic abilities can 
play. Those who are interested in 
strenuous activities can swim and} 
dive to their hearts’ content; 
whereas, others can take a quiet 
dip and then lounge and sunbathe. 

Of greatest importance is the 
general appeal of swimming which! 
keeps children occupied under su- 
pervision; thereby, eliminating 
the possibility of becoming mis- 
chievious or delinquent. 

Is it any wonder that those 
thinkers who are planning recrea- 
tion every day see the swimming 
pool as the ideal, all-purpose solu- 
tion for summertime activities? 

Clergymen, social workers, ed- 
ucators, and others intevested in 
the development of fundamental 
character in young people have 
frequently praised swimming 
for the many lessons it teaches. 

Certainly any little child who 

has overcome the fear of the water 
has learned courage. As the child 
becomes more confident of his} 
ability to swim in deep water, his 
self-reliance is increased. Later, as! 
he enters into swimming matches’ 
and other competitive games in 
the water, the benefits derived} 
from competition are also his. 
Swimming gives an opportunity 
to excell to those individuals who 
might not be a standout in any| 
other sport. This has a very defin- 
ite bearing on his or her person-} 
ality. 

Swimming is one of the few 
sports that can be described as 
both a manly sport for boys and 
still be lady-like for the girls. 

The hours of fun and joy that 

both boys and girls get out of a 
swimming pool certainly make 
them normal and well-equipped 
individuals. This type of sport with 
other individuals develops a sense 
of equality which gives him an as- 
surance in his social group. 

When the many qualities men- 
tioned here are integrated into the} 
character of one child, the father} 
and mother will realize that they) 
will have a self-assured, well-ad- 
justed child. These desirable qual- 
ities of courage. reliance, poise, as- 
surance, chivalry, and persistence 
must be taught and learned.

The volume, titled “Rocks in| 
the Roadway,” was written by Dan 
Hollingsworth, director of police 
training courses at the University 
of Oklahoma.

Chief Potter explains that 
mest of the men on the Menlo 
Park force have had considera- 
ble “in-service” instruction on 
public relations and its import- 
ance, but thus far have not had 
textbooks available. 

Receipt of the new volumes, he 
said should be of considerable val- 
ue in the instruction of new train- 
ees as well as for “refresher” work 
by long-time officers. 

As defined by Chief Potter and 
as emphasized in the booklet, po- 
lice public relations is a full-time 
job in which every officer partici- 
pates whenever he is in contact 
with the public.

For the present, notwith- 
standing everything the adminis- 
tration has released to the pub- 
lic, the dilemma is not as seri- 
ous as it is made to appear. Con- 
sidered objectively, the prob- 
Jem, in spite of past errors of 
judgment and planning, can be 
resolved in a judicious and sane 
manner without going over- 
board with a crash program. 


What really is the situation and 
what can be done to solve-it,.while 
at the same time we make pro- 
visions for the orderly and econ- 
omical expansion of school facili- 
ties to meet the increasing enroll- 
ments that are inevitable? 


1. Today we have a normal 
school capacity of 5000. which is 
now being expanded to 5,500 by 
the addition of 16 class rooms at 
Menlo-Atherton. 


According to information and 
public statements made by Dr. 
Clyde Ogden and members of the 
board, under the formula of 10 
per cent augmentation plus ex- 
panding to a seven-period day, we 
actually have a capacity for 7,058 
students, (5,500 plus 10 per cent 
or .550 equalling 6,050 plus one- 
sixth as.a result of seventh period 
or 1,008, making a final total of 
7,058). The projected enrollment 
by the administratoon for the 
school year 1956-57 is approxi- 
mately 6,900. We thus have ample 
capacity until June, 1957. 


2. By providing one additional 
school, estimated cost about 
$2,800,00 and of about 2,000 nor- 
mal capacity, planned and _ con- 
tracted for so that it shall, be 
available by September, 1957, we 


would be in a position to house 


efficiently and without detriment 
to the educational program. ap- 
proximately 9,625 students. (7,500 
rated normal capacity, plus 10 
per cent or 750 equals 8,250 plus 
one-sixth or 1,375 for the seventh 
period, equals 9,625), or more 
than sufficient to house the pro- 
jected enrollment through the 
year 1959-60, when it is supposed 
to reach the astronomical figure 
of 9,453. 


3. Progressively we should 
watch the situation carefully at 
all times, but certainly not later 
than Spring 1957, we should re- 
evaluat: the entire situation to 
determize whether or not it will 
be necessary to further expand ex- 
isting plants, or to provide a fifth

Oil Conservation’ 
Topic of Meeting 


At a dinner meeting held on 
Nov. 8 in the Menlo Park fra- 
ternal building various civic lead- 
ers heard William J. DeMartini| 
and G. R. Arnett, representatives 
of the Richfield Oil Corp., explain 
how California could more than 
double its vital oil resources if 
modern conservation methods are 
adopted. 

DeMartin1 emphasized that the 
need for conservation is becoming 
urgent because so few places for 
new sources remain in California. 

He further told his audience 
that “In the case of oil, conser- 
vation means the wise use and 
the wise management of under. | 
ground encrgies, which are in- 
dispensable to the production of 
oil. California is the only im- 
portant oil-producing state that 
has no law which ensures this 
kind of conservation. It needs 
one.” 


To illustrate now conservation 
measures can increase the supply 
of oil, Arnett pointed out an oper- 
ating model of an oil field in 
cross section and demonstrated 
that oil is pushed up a well pipe 
by the pressure of gas and water 
always found with it. 

By operating valves which con- 
trolled the flow of water and gas 
within the simulated structure, 
Arnott, who is a petroleum engi 
neer with Richfield, showed how 
it is possible to produce much 
more oil if these pressures are 
used more efficiently than when 
they ure not. 

The most efficient produc- 
tion, the engineer said, is im- 
possible unless the field is 
“unitized,’ or operated as a 
single unit with each interest 
sharing in the production in 
proportion to relative contribu-

garine, melted; ‘2 cup onion, min- 
ced; 1 cup celery, chopped; 14 cup 
butter and '% cup boiling water. 

Combine bread crumbs, salt,| 
pepper, sage, thyme and parsley. 
Mix thoroughly. Melt fat in frying 
pan, add onion and celery and sau- 
te 2 minutes. Do not brown. Stir 
constantly from the bottom. Melt; 
butter in boiling water. and pour, 
over crumbs, tossing lightly with 
two forks. Add more water if addi- 
tional moisture is needed. | 

Rub inside of turkey with salt. | 

Stuff turkey just before roast- 
ing. Spoon stuffing in gently and 
shake to settle it into the neck ¢a-
